BOTTHWEST  M'CUEDY PRODUCLR

The great and only feature of the oil
ecouniry for the past month is the McDon-
ald field. Ttis the principal and, in fact,
the only territory which ean properly be

classod in the southwest district. Its pro-
duction has  jumped from 15,800
barrels per  day, which was the
average for last month, to 45,505

barrels, which i¢ the average for the month

of October.  There are 30 dry holes reported
for October, which is an inerease of four
over the wumber reported for Sep-
tember. The number of completed
wells, however, falls short of those
which were drilled  through  the
fifth sand in Septewber. In Oclober

there were only 123 wells finished, while in
Ssptember there were 150,  The entire new
produetion for the month of October was
40,578 barrels, while in September it wus
only 17,926 barrels, or an inerease of 31,452

barrels. There are at present 274
wells  drilling  in the southwest
aguinst 207 in September. Thie, howerver,

is offset by 157 rigsto 73 in September,
mora than twics the number of the month
previous. Thers has beea a decrease of
work in the vpper couttry fields which has
decreased the toinl amount of work in
el of the fields ecombined. The
sverage production of the completed wells
in the southwesl, winvs the dry holes, has

been 380 barrels, against 125 barrels o a
well in September, Evervthing tends to
show thsr Oectober was the greatest
month i the cil  business, es

pecially in the southwest dmml. and
there are enc ugh wells dve within the next
two weeks to lead to the belwef that the pro-
duetion may co higher than it has at any
